Private Clapsaddle, who was the 
son of Mr. and Mrs. William Clap­ 
saddle, of Buchanan 
Valley, was a 
member of Company C, lith Infantry. 
He went to Camp Meade with a con­ 
tingent 
from 
this county, 
and was 
transferred to the lith Infantry 
He 
was wounded in battle October 22 and 
died the following day. 
His body will 
be received here by IL B. Bender, as 
will the other three. 
Private Clap- 
saddle’s body will la* buried at the St. 
Ignatius Catholic Church in Buchanan 
Valley. 
Private Bernard J. Behringer was a 
member of Company A, 47th Infantry. 
He was killed in action July 31, 1918.

Pennsylvania. 
His body will be bur­ 
ied in the National Cemetery. 
Private James G. Millage 
was a

The destroyer anchored off the Vir­ 
ginia capes was sent down by bombs 
rained from the Martin bombing plane 
that led the attack, reports to la n g ­ 
ley Field said. 
No problems of locat­ 
ing the target was involved. Between 
55 and 60 planes, 52 of them army ma­

erated over water 
so far from their

GEORGE J. BOND 


Huidiand 
Of 
Former 
Gettysburg 
Woman Dies, Aged 75. 


George J . 
Bond, veteran of the 
civil war, for many 
years a well­ 
known attorney in Washington, D. 
C., and whose wife, Mrs. Belle Bond, 
came from Gettysburg, recently died 
at Atlantic City, New Jersey, aged 
75 years. 
Solemn requiem 
mass was cele­ 
brated at S t. Peter’s Roman Cath­ 
olic Church, interment being made 
in Arlington National Cemetery. 
Mr. 
Bond had been ill for soim; 
time and had gone to Atlantic City 
about a year ago in hope of regain­ 
ing hi* health. 
Recently Mrs. Bond 
had been sick also and for some time 
it was feared that she could not at­ 
tend the funeral of her husband. 
Mr. Bond was born at Allegheny, 
Pennsylvania, 75 years ago. 
At the 
outbreak of the civil war he enlisted 
and served with 
distinction under 
General Sickles, and at 
the battle 
of Gettysburg going to W ashington 
at the end of 
the war, where he 
studied law and later practiced his 
profession for many years. 
Mrs. Bond will remain in W ash­ 
ington and is now residing at 132 
C street, South E ast.

W ashington, July 13— A fter putting 
through a rule callihg for a final vote | 
on the tariff hill on July 21, and lim- j 
iting amendments from the floor to 
hides, oil, cotton, asphalt and 
dyes, 
the House held its first night session 
last night in order to accommodate 
the multitude of members eager to 
discuss it. Requests from the Republi­ 
can side alone numbered 25, Chairman 
Fordnev stated. 
The rule was adopted, 222 to IOO, by 
alntost a straight party vote, 5 Repub­ 
licans from Wisconsin opposing it and 
•3 Democrats from Louisiana 
voting 
for its adoption. 
Republican leaders, 
on the face of the vote, declared the 
hill would he passed hy substantially 
the same majority. London of

York, Socialist, voted against the rule. 
Sharply Attacked. 
Democrats 
made 
a 
sharp 
attack 
against the rule, declaring that by it 
the House would surrender its pow­ 
ers to the Ways and

His machine burst into flames as it 
alighted on the field. 
When aviation was practically in 
its infancy, the British Michelin prize 
for the longest sustained flight was 
offered. 
Contestants cropped up and 
disappeared. 
Hawker, an Austral- 
i inn, then almost unknown to aviation 
j circles, announced himself as a con­ 
testant. 
With a flight of 8 hours 
and 23 miuutes, he won the- prize and 
burst into print on the front page 
of the newspapers of the British Em­ 
pire. 
A year later, in August, 1013, the 
London Daily Mail, always a friend 
I of aeronautical 
progress, offered 
a 
prize of $25,000 for a flight around 
Great Britain in an all-British sea­ 
plane in 72 hours. 
Hawker started 
, on the flight, but after he had gone 
‘ 1043 miles of the 1540-mile course 
he fell into the sea from a height 
of IOO feet and was too badly in- 
| jured to continue. 
Failing in his In­ 
tention, yet achieving a glorious f a iI - 
re, Hawker was awarded $5000. 
Praised By Churchill 
Winston Churchill, then First I,ord 
of the Admiralty, said of him: 
“Hawker has achieved a wonderful 
result, and the 
accident which pre­ 
vented his complete success in no way 
detracts from the merit of a feat at 
once memorable and serviceable.” 
Hawker’s next considerable achieve­ 
ment was the establishment of a 
world’s altitude record of 28,500 feet
